Madison — The University of Wis- 


consin and state normal schools ap- 
propriation bills went through the as- 
sembly Thursday in the form in which 
they passed the senate and now go to 
the governor. The university bill was 
concurred in, 82 to 7, and the normal 
school measure, 68 to 22. 


The University bill carries approxi- 


mately ?6,000,000 for operation and $1.- 
500.000 for buildings during the bien- 
nium. The normal bill appropriates 
54,000,000 for operation and $550,000 
for buildings. 


Most of the fight centered on the 


normal measure, but efforts to change 
it were futile. The assembly rejected 
an 
amendment 'by Assemblyman 


Gwidt to add $300,000 for establish- 
ment of a school at Khinelander. an

DONT FEAR VETO 


In spite of suggestions from Senator 


Alva E. Garey, administration floor 
leader, that "Governor Blaine could 
do .nothing else'but veto the bill be- 
cause it work a treasury depletion," 
the state senate sWednesday night by 
a -vote ,of 18 to 11 passed on to the 
executive the A. E. Smith assembly 
bill to turn all of the share of the state 
from inheritance tax collections into 
a common school fund. 


The senator waived before the sen- 


ate a prospect of a special session of 
the-legislature in the event the bill 
became law. Administration senators 
were divided on the bill, but the lead' 
era were on the losing side. 


The estimated revenue from inheri- 


tance tax is more than two million 
dollars annually. 


A strenuous fight was waged'to save 


the Gwldt cigaret tax bill from defeat 
but administration senators joined 
with conservatives and effected non 
concurrence, moved by Senator John 
C. Schumann. The roll call disclosed 
only seven progrcssix-es voting against 
non-concurrence. The bill also would 
have turned the revenue, estimated at 
more than $2.000.000 annually into the 
common school fund income, except 
$100.000 salvaged through an addition 
by Senator Howard Teasdale for fight- 
ing forest fires.

^France Relieved As Debt

Washington, D. C.—Although it 


seemed for a few days as if the er- 
roneous press reports about a circular 
note addressed to France and other 
powers demanding payment of war 
debts might obstruct new negotiations 
the messages received from France in- 
dicate that 'the Paris government is 
much relieved-to.find-the American 
government still adopting a courteous 
and restrained' attitude. 


The story that the United States 


had sent a formal reminder to F_rance 
was resented in Paris. The press re- 
ports were distributed • after Ambass- 
ador Herrick had entered into con- 
versation with the French finance 
minister, so the French government 
waited over the weekend to determine 
whether some note they had not heard 
about was forthcoming. 


The American ambassador has since 


disclaimed any knowledge of a formal 
note and 
the French 
government 


knows that an erroneous press report 
is responsible for the misunderstand- 
ing. 
When the French foreign office 


goes to particular pains to point out 
that relations "between the United 
States and France never were more 
cordial, it is significant of tho grati- 
fication felt In France that the United 
States did not send a demand note or 
any other kind. 


The French have been particularly 


sensitive about being pressed officially 
on the subject. Secretary Kcllogfr is 
well aware of this, and it is to be not- 
ed that during the French cabinet 
crisis not a word was sent to the 
French government about war debts. 
The vaguest sort of a conversation 
was Informally conducted by Ambas- 
sador Herrick who merely hoped that 
sonw new j>lan -"would _ be draped 
which h« could forward to the Ameri- 
can government.

dry in fact as well as name. 31r. Watson 
declares that the government's present 
drive against the rum fleet off the At- 
lantic coast is but the beginning of an 
intensive campaign, nation-wide in its 
scope, to enforce prohibition. 
Senator 


AVatson is a Republican and close to the 
administration, and men in his position do 
not essay to -speak for the president un- 
less they have permission to do so. Fur-' 
thermore. they must be particular in what 
they say and guaid their utterances with 
discretion. 


After quoting the president's purposes. 


Senator Watson appends this further 
elaboration of the subject, without, how- 
ever, attaching it to Mr. Coolidge: "If. 
after its enforcement to the limit, the peo- 
ple do not want to stand for it. it is for 
the people to say so. and it can be modi- 
fied."* There may or may not be the sig- 
• nificance to this 'declaration' attached by 
some of the newspapers in their headlines, 
although it is not improbable that it ac- 
tually does reflect the views tof the presi- 
dent.

LAW IN THE HOME 


Addressing'an audience of Daughters 


of the American Revolution: in 'his first 
speech as a cabinet member. Attorney 
General Sargent says: "The country is 
safe, society is safe, ivhen the "law is 
obeyed—not because it is enforced." A 
law merely made operative through force 
cannot be really effective on society. That 
is merely holding down the lid. The mo- 
ment the force is removed, the law v/ill 
cease to operate. Law is really- effective 
only when people recognize it .and obey it 
voluntarily. 


The, attorney-general evidently had a 


purpose in talking thus to a group of pa- 
triotic women. He addressed them not as 
lawbreakers, but as mothers and home- 
makers, who with the rest of their kind 
have the nation's destiny in'their hands. 
It is in the home that voluntary obedience 
to law is learned—or riot learned. 
Chil- 


dren live out. through their lives, what 
they have absorbed in their homes. Uncle 
Sam's chief law enforcer asks, by impli- 
cation, how children "can 
be expected to 


grow up "law-abiding'when they see law.

Tuberculosis of the spine, which appears to be 


the most frequent* of Joint or bone tuberculosis, 
affects both the Joints between the bones (verte- 
brae) and the bodies of the vertebrae. It Is common- 
ly called Pott's disease, and physicians sometimes 
refer to It as caries of the spine, which is a crude 
tern, handed down from the benighted past when 
the doctors didn't know what tuberculosis was. 
Caries means "rottenness," and there is nothing 
like that in tuberculosis arthritis or any other form 
ot' tuberculosis, to the Intelligent mind. 


The deformity populaily known as "hunchback" 


Is in most cases the result of tuberculosis of the 
spine in childhood, but this is generally preventable 
f the disease is recognized In Its early stage and 
.he child given the proper care 
and treatment. 


There is a serious obstacle to 
recognition and 


r»atmcnt of Pott's disease, for the disease is most 
prevalent among the unenlightened portion of the 
population and parents of limited intelligence will 
deliberately conceal such ailments from medical at- 
ention be'cause they imagine It is disgraceful to 
lave a cripple in the family, or something like that. 
This is a regrettable effect of the cruel popular 
custom of looking upon the physically handicapped 
ndividual as inferior. In fact the majority .of such 
crippled children and adults are of superior Intelli- 
gence, and the world owes much to the contribu- 
ions of physically handicapped individuals. 


It would probably do more harm than good to at- 


tempt to describe the development and course of 
tuberculosis of the spine here, for nearly every 
mother whose young one complains now and then 
of bellyache or sideache would wonder if the child 
;s getting Pott's disease. 
When a child habitually 


assumes the prone posture (lying on his stomach) in 
sleep and shows a constant desire to rest across a 
•shair or mother's lap (to take weight off the spine) 
and seems abnormally careful about avoiding jars 
when getting into or out of bed or in standing up 
from a sitting position, then it would be wise to 
have the physician examine the child. 


Pott's disease (tuberculosis of the spine) generally 


passes thru three stages. First, the stage of referred 
pains (such as bellyache and sideache frequently 
recuiring) and such postural habits as mentioned 
in the preceding paragraph. Second, rigidity of the 
region of the spine involved, a natural protective 
»ffort of the muscles: this Is manifest to the par- 
ent's observation in the stiffness and awkwardness 
of certain movements or in the child's abnormal 
caution and care to avoid jars or .active efforts, but 
the physician observes the muscle spasm even when 
the paYent has noticed nothing of the sort. Third, 
the stage of deformity, usually what the physician 
calls kyphosls, a backward 'hump, hunchback. Each 
of these stages lasts many months, as a rule, and 
merges gradually into the' succeeding stage. 


Suitable provision for rest of the spine, by means 


of braces, plaster of Paris Jackets or other appli- 
ances, as suggested, by the spasmodic protective 
effort of the muscles, muft be made. Then probably 
the best treatment for the disease is the Rolller sun- 
bith treatment, as now employed in many institu- 
tion; in America.

the outside skin or "fell" has been 
removed. This is tough and
